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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argument is not persuasive. Examine 
respectfully submits that the teachings of Fukihara indicate that the upper substrate of the liquid crystal display panel (101) protrudes 
more than a corresponding end portion of the lower substrate. As indicated in Fukihara et al., column 3, lines 25-34, the liquid crystal 
display panel (401) consists of a glass substrate. Therefore, it would follow that the glass substrate comprised in the liquid crystal display 
panel would be of the same length as that of liquid crystal display panel (401). The edge of the entire liquid crystal display panel (401) 
does not exceed or even meet the edge of the upper substrate (101). Therefore, the upper substate protrudes more than a corresponding 
end portion of the lower substrate. Furthermore, with respect to applicant's argument that protruding an end portion of the upper substrat 
more than a corresponding end portion of the lower substrate would not necessarily facilitate placement of the light source in closer 
proximity to the upper substrate in Bao, Examiner respectfully disagrees. As indicated in Figure 1, a greater protrusion of the upper 
substrate than the lower substrate would close the gap between the substrate and the light source, therefore minimizing coupling loss . 
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
